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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a synthetic resin 
bag comprising a synthetic resin for packaging liquid or 
powder and granules wherein it can stand by itself 
without tapers, handling is easy, and partitions are not 
required in a transportation packing box at the time of 
transporting in the packing box. 
SOLUTION: A synthetic resin bag A is formed in an 
approximate rectangular form, while assist boards 1 are 
stuck to front and rear wall faces of the bag to allow it 
to stand by itself In addition, a holding means comprising 
a handle or a holder is provided on the assist board 1, 
and further a height size of the assist board 1 is made to 
be approximately the same as that of a packing space of 
a transportation packing box.

EXAMPLE 



[Example] The example of this invention is explained in full detail based on a drawing. 
[0016] Drawing 1 is the top view showing the configuration of the body of a bag of the 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture A concerning this invention. In order to acquire necessary 
physical properties, the synthetic-resin complex film object used for this bag A is formed by 
carrying out the laminating of the film object which consists of two or more synthetic resin, 
aluminum foil or paper, etc. suitably, and hangs down. 

[0017] However, the lowest layer of this synthetic-resin complex film object is used as a 
polyethylene system or a polypropylene regin layer, and is performing assembly for the 
synthetic-resin complex film combination and by carrying out thermal melting arrival by making 
this polyethylene system or a polypropylene regin layer into an innermost side at the time of 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture shaping. 

[0018] In drawing 1 . the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14 of the shape of la Gazette 
which inserted into the right-and-left both sides of the wall film objects 11 and 12 before and 
after forming in the shape of an abbreviation rectangle, and was made into the condition are 
arranged. 

[0019] Subsequently, while welding the order wall film objects 1 1 and 12 and the right-and-left 
wall film objects 13 and 14 by thermal melting arrival, respectively and forming the side edge seal 
section 15, thermal melting arrival of the lower limit side 16 of the order wall film objects 11 and 
1 2 is carried out, and the base seal section 1 7 is formed. 

[0020] Subsequently, from the crossings 18 and 19 of this base seal section 17 and the bending 
section of la Gazette of the right-and-left wall film objects 1 3 and 1 4. thermal melting arrival of 
the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14 and the order wall film objects 1 1 and 12 is carried 
out in the include-angle direction of the base seal section 17 and 45 degrees of abbreviation, 
respectively, and the lower oblique side seal section 20 is formed in it. 

[0021] The lower corners 21 and 22 divided by the lower oblique side seal section 20 serve as an 
isosceles triangle, and excise these lower corners 21 and 22 along with the lower oblique side 
seal section 20. 

[0022] When contents are put into this bag A by having formed the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis 
of the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A as mentioned above, while a base becomes 
abbreviation rectangle-like, it can constitute so that the order wall film objects 1 1 and 12 and 
the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14 may start at an abbreviation right angle to a base. 
[0023] Subsequently, from the crossings 24 and 25 of the upper limit side 23 of the order wall 
film objects 11 and 12, and the bending section of la Gazette of the right-and-left wall film 
objects 13 and 14, thermal melting arrival of the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14 and 
the order wall film objects 1 1 and 1 2 is carried out in the upper limit side 23 and the include- 
angle direction of 45 degrees of abbreviation, respectively, and the up oblique side seal section 
26 is formed in them. 

[0024] The up corners 27 and 28 divided by the section oblique side seal section 26 same as the 
above serve as an isosceles triangle like the lower corners 21 and 22 formed in the base, and 
excise the section corners 27 and 28 same as the above along with the up oblique side seal 
section 26. 
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[0025] When contents are put into this synthetic-resin bag manufacture A by forming the 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture A as mentioned above, the configuration of the synthetic-resin 
bag manufacture A can be used as an abbreviation rectangle object. 

[0026] In case contents are put in, it sucks out to said opening 29. opening 3 is stuck, and it is 
good also as possible in receipts and payments of contents through this sucking opening 3 so 
that contents, such as a liquid, fine particles, or microsome, are put in from the opening 29 which 
jt left the upper limit side 23. and contents may be sealed and it may illustrate to drawing 8 -10 
and drawing 1 2 by sealing this opening 29 by thermal melting arrival. 

[0027] As the formation approach of other synthetic-resin bag manufacture A, as shown in 
drawing 2. beforehand, the synthetic-resin complex film object is formed in the shape of a 
cylinder object, and two parts 31 and 32 where a said cylinder object-like peripheral wall 
counters are inserted into inboard in the shape of la Gazette, respectively. 
[0028] subsequently — said — by having inserted in two 31 and 32 by carrying out thermal 
melting arrival of the four bending parts 33 formed in a cylinder object peripheral surface, 
respectively It considers as the same configuration as the side edge seal section 1 5 which 
carried out the wall film objects 1 1 and 1 2 before and after mentioning above, and the right-and- 
left wall film objects 13 and 14 thermal melting arrival, and formed them. A pars basilaris ossis 
occipitalis and the seal section by upside thermal melting arrival are hereafter formed and sealed 
like the formation of the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A mentioned above, and it is good also 
as abbreviation rectangle bodily-shape-like synthetic-resin ****A. 

[0029] Furthermore, although not illustrated, by carrying out thermal melting arrival of the 
periphery sides for the synthetic-resin complex film object of six sheets only formed in the 
shape of an abbreviation rectangle, respectively, it may be good also as abbreviation rectangle 
bodily-shape-like bag manufacture [ synthetic-resin ] A. and the shaping approach of the 
abbreviation rectangle bodily-shape-like synthetic-resin bag manufacture A may be anything. 
[0030] In the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A formed in the shape of an abbreviation 
rectangle as mentioned above, when there was none of a certain amount of rigidity in synthetic 
resin itself and a liquid or the microsome is put in. as shown in drawing 3 , the order wall film 
objects 1 1 and 12 and the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14 cannot bend, and it cannot 
become unstable, and cannot usually become independent for a long time. 

[0031] Then, as shown in drawing 4 and drawing 5 . by sticking the accessory plate objects 1 and 
1 on the order [ the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A ] wall film objects 1 1 and 1 2 or the 
right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 14. respectively, bending of the synthetic-resin bag 
manufacture A is prevented, independence is made possible, and it considers as the back-up- 
plate figure synthetic-resin bag manufacture C. 

[0032] Although the following explanation explains the configuration which stuck the accessory 
plate object 1 on the order wall film objects 1 1 and 1 2. respectively, it is not the order wall film 
objects 1 1 and 12. the accessory plate object 1 may be stuck on the right-and-left wall film 
objects 13 and 14, and attachment of the accessory plate object 1 is not limited only to the 
order wall film objects 11 and 12. 

[0033] If the accessory plate object 1 has rigidity like organic materials including pasteboard, 
corrugated paper, or plastics, and can prevent bending of a synthetic-resin complex film object 
by sticking on the order wall film objects 1 1 and 12 or the right-and-left wall film objects 13 and 
1 4 and independence assistance of the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A of it can be enabled, 
it may be anything. 

[0034] As it does not limit to the thing of an abbreviation rectangle configuration which is being 
illustrated and is shown in drawing 6 , the configuration of the accessory plate object 1 is good 
also as a board frame 5 in which opening 4 was formed in the center section, and good also as 
abbreviation trapezoidal shape (not shown). 

[0035] Furthermore, while forming the accessory plate object 1 in configurations, such as for 
example, a character design, it may be made to have a function as an accessory plate object 1, 
and as long as independence assistance of the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A is possible, 
you may be what kind of configuration. 

[0036] However, the height dimension of the accessory plate object 1 is made into the dimension 
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which is the height of packing space and abbreviation coincidence in the container B for 
conveyance for conveying the accessory plate figure synthetic-resin bag manufacture C of this 
invention (refer to drawing 1 3 ). and it is constituted so that this accessory plate object 1 may 
function as an internal base material of Container B and may put the load reinforcement of 
"Container B on ♦* in Container B. 

[0037] As shown in drawing 7 . the attachment location of the accessory plate object 1 is 
.located in the crossing of the lower oblique side seal section 20 and the side edge seal section 
15 by which the lower limit of the accessory plate object 1 was formed in the synthetic-resin 
bag manufacture A, and is considered as the arrangement in which this accessory plate object 1 
carries out a polymerization to the order wall film objects 1 1 and 1 2, respectively. 
[0038] At this time, as mentioned above, when the height dimension of the accessory plate 
object 1 serves as height of packing space, and abbreviation coincidence, the upper limit of the 
accessory plate object 1 is in the condition of having projected more nearly up than the crossing 
of the up oblique side seal section 26 and the side edge seal section 1 5 which were formed in 
the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A. 

[0039] The attachment approach to the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A of the accessory 
plate object 1 May apply adhesives all over the order [ the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A ] 
wall film object 11 and 12. may stick the accessory plate object 1. and Adhesives may be applied 
only to several places of the wall film objects 11 and 12 before and after the synthetic-resin bag 
manufacture A. and the accessory plate object 1 may be stuck, for example, the accessory plate 
object 1 may be removed at the time of abandonment, and judgment abandonment of the 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture A and the accessory plate object 1 may be enabled 
respectively. 

[0040] Moreover, not only adhesives but a double-sided tape is sufficient as attachment on the 
accessory plate object 1 order wall film objects 1 1 and 12. and as long as attachment is possible 
on the order wall film objects 1 1 and 12 in the accessory plate object 1. it may use anything. 
[0041] Since the accessory plate object 1 is only fundamentally attached in the flexible 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture A. the accessory plate figure synthetic-resin bag manufacture 
C of this invention can be crushed easily, therefore differs in a bottle, a PET bottle, etc. in the 
case of abandonment, and can perform volume **** easily. 

[0042] As shown at drawing 8 . the grasping section 6 which narrowed breadth may be formed, 
and further, as shown at drawing 9 and drawing 10 . the bundle hand parts 7 and 7 are formed in 
the accessory plate object 1, and you may constitute that it should be used at the time of use, 
causing the bundle hand parts 7 and 7. so that it may be easy to carry out grasping to the 
accessory plate object 1 of the accessory plate figure synthetic-resin bag manufacture 0. 
[0043] Moreover, as shown in (a) of drawing 1 1 . and (b), it not only sticks the accessory plate 
object 1 only on the order wall film objects 11 and 12 or the right-and-left wall film objects 13 
and 14. but The bottom surface part of the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A may also be 
reinforced at coincidence by installing the rectangle side and trapezoid side which form the crest 
chip box section 8 in accessory plate object 1 edge, and serve as the base reinforcement 
section 9, and sticking this base reinforcement section 9 on the base of the synthetic-resin bag 
manufacture A (and (a') (bO reference of drawing 1 1 ). 

[0044] Furthermore, as shown in drawing 1 2 , the separation of the installation section 2 of the 
accessory plate object 1 which has not been stuck with the synthetic-resin bag manufacture A 
of an abbreviation rectangle object is enabled among the accessory plate objects 1 by the 
separation line 10 which consists of a perforation, and, if possible, the ejection of isolation and 
contents may be constituted for the installation section 2 in the case of the ejection of contents 
as it is easy. 

[0045] Moreover, in the case of the ejection of contents, the installation section 2 may be bent 
in a crest bend line not as the separation line 10 but as a mere crest bend line (not shown), and. 
if possible, the ejection of contents may be constituted as it is easy. 

[0046] Since it can pack up that there is no clearance in Container B when the synthetic-resin 
bag manufacture A itself is an abbreviation rectangle object in case the accessory plate figure 
synthetic-resin bag manufacture C formed as mentioned above is packed up to the containers B, 
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such as a carton box, for conveyance, as shown in drawing 13 , a product does not shift during 
conveyance and a diaphragm can be made unnecessary. 

[0047] moreover, from the height of the accessory plate object 1 serving as height of the 
packing space of Container B, and abbreviation coincidence Since the load which joins Container 
~B by an accessory plate object turning into an Internal base material of Container B can be 
supported even if there is no diaphragm when it puts for conveyance of the container B which 
packed up the accessory plate figure synthetic-resin bag manufacture C The pile of more 
number of stageses can become possible, and conveyance effectiveness can be raised.
